Current Status 

1. Claims 1,2, 14-17, 20-24, 26, 29 and 30 are pending in the application. 

2. This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 18 June 2009 and 25 
September 2009.

4. The 102 rejection of claims 1, 2, 14-17, 20-24, 26, 29 and 30 for the reasons set 
forth in the previous Office Action of 03/31/2009 is withdrawn because the prior art 
reference cited was published after the invention was made.

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1, 2, 14-17, 20-24, 26, 29 and 30 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious 
asymmetric catalyst complexes of niobium and binaphthol triol and the process for 
employing the catalyst complex for asymmetric reactions; wherein all the variables are 
as defined in the claims.
